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As a means of contributing to the future vitality of the 
scientific effort of the Nation, the National Science Foundation 
plans to announce in early March 1979 approximately 15 fellowships 
for postdoctoral research in the mathematical sciences. The 
Fellowships are designed to permit recipients to choose research 
environments that will have maximal impact on their future 
scientific development. 


Awards of these fellowships will be made for appropriate 
research in pure mathematics, applied mathematics, and statistics. 


Eligibility 


National Science Foundation Mathematical Sciences Postdoctoral 
Research Fellowships will be offered only to persons who 
(1) are citizens or nationals* of the United States as of 
February 1, 1979, (2) will have earned by the beginning of 
their fellowship tenure a doctoral degree in one of the 
mathematical sciences listed above or have had research training 
and experience equivalent to that represented by a Ph.D. degree 
in one of those fields, (3) will have held the doctorate for 
no more than 4 years as of February 1, 1979, and (4) will not 
previously have held any other NS! Postdoctoral Fellowship. 


Each applicant will be required to submit a research plan for 
the tenure period requested. The fellowships are designed 
for neither the support of preparation of prior research 
results for publication nor the writing of textbooks. 


Location of Work 


National Science Foundation Mathematical Sciences Postdoctoral 
Research Fellowships will be awarded for scientific research 
at an appropriate nonprofit United States institution. Appropriate 
nonprofit institutions in this program include government 


*The term “national of the United States” designates a citizen 
of the United States or a native resident of a possession of the 
United States such as American Samoa. It does not refer to a 
citizen of another country who has applied for United States 
citizenship. 


laboratories, national laboratories, and privately sponsored 
nonprofit institutes, as well as institutions of higher 
education. All arrangements for affiliation with the chosen 
fellowship institution(s) are the responsibility of the 
Fellow. A statement from the senior scientist at the host 
institution with whom the Fellow plans to work, indicating 
both expected availability during the requested tenure 
period and agreement to work with the Fellow, is a required 
part of the completed application. 


Tenure 


Each applicant must appvly for either one or two years’ support 


and give reasons for the choice. The tenure of a Mathematical 
Sciences Postdoctoral Research Fellowship will be 12 months, 
with the awardee'’s option of starting between July 1, 1979 

and October 1, 1979. A one-time renewal for the second 

year will be made if the original application requests a 
two-year duration and the grant letter specifically approves 
it. 


The tenure of a fellowship may be interrupted only with the 
approval of the Foundation. 


Stipends and Allowances 


The yearly stipend is $15,000 for full-time research. No 
dependency allowance is available. 


The National Science Foundation will provide the Fellowship 
institution with an allowance of $1000 for partial 
reimbursement for expenses incurred in suppcrt of the research 
(such as space, supplies, equipment, secretarial 
assistance, etc.). 


Fellows wili also be provided a special allowance of $1000 
to aid in defraying costs associated with their research. 
This allowance is expendable at the Fellow's discretion 
and will normally be used for travel, publication expenses, 
and other research-related costs. 


Evaluation and Selection of Fellows 


The evaluation of applicants will be based on ability as 
evidenced by past research work and letters of recommendation; 
Suitability and availability of the sponsoring senior scientist 
and other associating colleagues, as well as other conditions 
at the proposed host institution; likely impact on the future 
scientific development of the applicant; and scientific quality 
of the research likely to emerge. Applicants’ qualifications 
will be evaluated by a panel of mathematicians, with 


representatives of various subdisciplines, including 
applied mathematicians and statisticians. The selection 
of Fellows will be made by the National Science Foundation 
and applicants will be notified by letter of decision on 
Or about March l, 1979. 


Conditions of Appointment 


All awards are made subject to the general provisions in 
the brochure entitled Information for Mathematical Sciences 
Postdoctoral Kesearch Fellows which will be mailed to 
Successful applicants. This Announcement covers in general 
the information contained in the brochure. 


A National Science Foundation Postdoctoral Fellow will 
be exvected to devote full time to appropriate scientific research 
during the tenure of the fellowship and to pursue the program 
for which the fellowship was awarded. In exceptional circumstances, 
applications for less than full time postdoctoral support, 
with reduced stipends, will be considered. Requests for such 
must be made in the original application and applicants must 
agree to accept remuneration from no other source while on 
part-time tenure. Major changes in the plan of scientific 
research, in tenure, or fellowship institution require prior 
Foundation approval. After an award is made, the dollar amount 
and the length of tenure are not subject to increase, except 
as indicated above. 


Institutions may supplement fellowship stipends, without 
prior permission from the Foundation, up to a maximum of 
25% of a Fellow's stipend, vrovided that such is in accord 
with established institution policies. Supplementation may 
be given only without any requirement for duties in addition 
to normal fellowship activities and may involve teaching only 
to the extent of conducting of or participation in seminars 
directly related to the fellowship activities and research 
program. It is the Institution's responsibility to notify 
the Foundation of all supplementation in any amount as soon 
as the supplementation has received institutional approval. 


In the context of the above guidelines, funds that the 
institution has obtained from external (including Federal) 
sources may be considered as institutional funds. When 
appropriate, NSF project grants may be used for supplementation 
in an amount not to exceed $1,000 per year for any Federally- 
assisted Fellows. 


Application Procedures and Materials 


To be eligible for consideration, an application must be 
complete. 


Applicants must 


(1) Fill out correctly the attached application form (Appendix I) 
together with a description of research plan, including location 
of work (host institution) and proposed collaborators. 
A statement involving requested tenure (one or two years) 
is necessary, together with suitable justification for a 
two-year request. 


(2) Have sent directly to the address below three (3) letters 
of reference, normally including one from the thesis adviser. 
The references should comment specifically, to the extent 
possible, on the suitability of the research program and the 
observed competence and ability of the applicant and should 
estimate the scientific potential of the applicant. 


Prospective references must be made aware of applicable 
confidentiality requirements. They must have in the 
signature block of their reports one of the following two 
statements: 


A. My identity and this report must be held in 
confidence. 


B. This report may be released on request. 


If statement A appears, the Foundation will honor this request 
to the extent permitted by law. 


(3) Have sent directly to the address below, or include with 
the application form, a statement from the senior scientist 
at the proposed host institution indicating agreement to work 
with the applicant if the award is made. 


(4) The duly executed Oath or Affirmation and the Supplementary 
Statement required by Section 15(d) of the National Science 
Poundation Act of 1950, as amended, must constitute part of 
the application (Appendix II). 


Local reproductions of all forms will be acceptable. 


The deadline for filing applications is February 1, 1979. 
Complete applications sagt be postmarked not later than this 
date and must be received not later than February 8, 1979. 


It is the applicant's responsbility to ensure that the 
reference letters are received by this date.
